PERTHSHIRE—INCOME TAX. 

Ww? the Commissioners named for the County of Perth,

receiver, guardian, tutor, or committee, or in any other cha- 
racter, the like lists, with the exceptions from lists of 
those whose incomes are under 6ol. a-year. ’ 

The Commissioners farther give notice, that all such per- 
sons are required to deliver in a statement in writing of the 
sum which, for themselves, or as acting for others in the cha- 
racters above described, they mean to pay as their contribution, 
according to the notices ta be left, not being less one 
tenth part of their annual income, if the sum shall amount to 
2001. a-year ; and if less according tothe proportions in the 
table annexed to the said notices: which lists and statements, 
signed by themselves, may be delivered, sealed, or open, to the 
respective assessors and inspectors, or to James Paton, Sheriff-

failing to make a return will incyr a penalty of 2ol. 
In the notices left, persons interested will please’ observe, 
that Nos. 6, 7, & 8. are applicable to all persons as individuals, 
partners, or in companies. When they act in other capacities, . 
the remaining numbers will direct them in their return. 
And whereas a mistaken idea has been adopted by some 
persons, that they are entitled to deduct from their chargeable 
income, the sum formerly paid by them as a voluntary con- 
tribution to Government, and the triple or other assesment, 
paid for 14 months by the act called the Aid and Contribution 
Act, notice is hereby given, that neither of these deductions 
are allowed bythe Income Act ; but the only assessed taxes 
which can be deducted, are these leviable by the act 38. Geo. 
lll. c. 40 & 41. commonly called the Old Assessed Taxes, and. 
which are still laid on for the current year. 
Neither can any person, as has been erroneously supposed 
by some, deduct his house rent from‘his income; the rent of' 
his house being only a part of his expenditure; and no per-. 
son having a right to deduct any part of his expence from his 
chargeable income. ‘On the contrary, by the Income Act every 
owner of a house, is bound to charge himself with-the estima- 
ted rent of that house, as.a part of his income,in making his 
return to the Commissoners. 

Farmers will observe, that when they make their -returns, 
not according-to the rents of their farms, but according to, 
their profits, they are not entitled to deduet any of the ex-° 
pences of their living; for every person whose income amounts : 
to 60l. per annum, is liable hy the ‘act to pay a proportion of | 
that income’ to Government, whatever his expences of living. 
may be.

WINDS AT DEAL.

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This morning Government received difpatches from

The advanced pofts of the allies extend in Piedmont 
as far as Aofta, on the Savoy frontiers on one fide— 
andon the other, from Turin. over Pignerol, towards 
the frontiers of Danphine.—Meantime, part of Mac- 
donald’s advanced pofts had appeared on the frontiers of 
Bologna and Romagna, from the ‘Appenines, but 
were driven back into Tufcany, whillt another part had 
penetrated by Pontremoli (a dial! city in Tufcany be- 
tween Parma and Genoa) into the Genoefe territories.

DEATH OF SIR CHARLES LINDSEY. 
ERIDGE-TOWN, (BARBADOES) MAKCH 23. 

Particulars of the death af Sir Charles Lindfey, Bart. 
Captain of his Majelty’s thip Daphne. 

He had been cruizing off Demerara a fortnight, when 
he came to anchor four leagues from the mouth of the 
river, being unwilling to bring his fhip into fhallow water; 
he came on fhore Wednefday 6th March, and went 
with his Exccllency Governor Beaujon, to dine with 
Mr Beete, the Commiffary. The Governor urged him 
to remain on fhore all night, ftating the extreme diffi- 
culty. of finding the fhip, and the danger of going out at 
night on that coalt, particularly then, the weather being 
dark and (qually, and even fent for the pilot, who alfo 
in vain endeavoured to diffuade him from his intentions. 
He left Mr Beete’s about five o’clock, juft at high water : 
the thip firing fignal guns all night, created the firit un- 
eafinefs refpecting him, but nothing was heard with cer- 
tainty until Friday morning, when a failor was found 
nearly expiring, on the welt fea coaft, at an eftate called 
Bienfait, by the negroes, who gave notice of it to Doétor 
Perkins, by whofe attention he was fo recovered as to 
relate, that his name, was John Davis, one of fix men 
who were in the boat with Sir Charles on Wednefday 
evening; that they heard guns, and faw the rockets thrown 
up for fignals, but never got fight of the thip; that 
between nine and ten o’clock the boat filled and upfet, 
when Sir Charles and the men got.on the bottom of her, 
where they remained driving about the whole night, with 
infinite difficulty retaining their fituation. Inthe morne 
ing feveral {mall veffels paffled near them, but though 
they made every exertion to make themfelves fegn, 
particularly by hoifting a black and white oor 
on an oar, they were not able to effect their purpof : 
that about aine o’clock in the morning a fhip (the Queen, 
of Liverpool) paffed pretty near them, and Sir Charles 
ordered Anthony Hall and John Robinfon to {wim off 
with the affiftance of the boat’s maft, and endeavour to 
reach her; we did fo, but in vain. About noon, 
finding it impofhble longer to remain on the boat, from 
which they had been frequently wafhed, they each took 
an oar, and endeavoured’to fwim to the Jand ; and that 
when he (Davis) laft faw his unfortunate Captain, he 
was fwimming pretty ftrong. On Thurfday night Davis 
was thrown on the weft coalt, where he lay uatil morn- 
ing, not having {trength to get through the mud: Hall 
and Robinfon were alfo thrown afhore the fame night 
at the Fellowship, an. eftate not far from the Bienfait ; 
they have all three been in great danger, but -are'likel 
to recover. Neither the body of Sir Charles nor tho 
of the other three feamen have been found. Thus pe- 
rifhed a brave and amiable Officer, in the prime of youth, 
with all the advantages of birth and fortune, added to 
thofe of high reputation in his profeflion, who fella 
facrifice to his ftri& attention to his duty, by rather 
hazarding the perils of a dark night, than fleeping out 
of his thip, and whofe eulogium cannot be better made 
than by the fincere and heartful regret of his Officers 
and feamen.

FRENCH POLITICS. 

The following is handed about as a pretty correct statement of 
the present state of Politics in Paris, and seems to deserve 
some consideration. 

The Anti-Direétorial Members of the Legiflative 
Body of France, and who form the majority, have for 
fome time had meetings in the ci-devant King’s library, 
to deliberate on the prefent critical ftate of the affairs 
of the Republic. Here they concert all their meafures, 
and prepare the motions to be made in the two Coun- 
cils, in the fame manner as was the | racticg of the & 
cobins before the fhutting up their club. 

Lucien Buonaparte, enraged that his brother fhould 
have been facrificed to the jealoufy of the Diregtory, is 
the chief promoter of this’ new club. He was lately 
fent to the Direétory, at the head of a deputation, to 
make the following propofitions, as meafures indifpen- 
fibly neceflary by the imminent danger in which the 
Republic is at this time placed :— 

1. To bring to trial the -Dire&tor Reubel, who, by 
his rapacity, has accumulated 30,000,000 of livres in 
land, of the moft valuable’ national property in Alface 
and Lorrain—La Reveillere Lepaux, the {worn enemy 
of the patriots, and who taufed, with Reubel, the in- 
vafion of Switzerland, from which the difalters of the 
Republic have arifen, and who, with Reubel, is the au- 
thor of the prefent war, the bad fuccefs of which fo en- 
dangers the exiftence of the Republic—and, laftly, Ge- 
nerals Scherer, Bernadotte, and others, who are the 
immediate caufe of the difcomfitures. E 

2. To decree the banifhment of all the ci-devant 
nobles, relations of emigrants, and priefts, and the ar- 
teftation-and fale of their property, that the proceeds 
may be appropriated to carry on the war—to declare 
that the individuals of every clafs, who, after a fhort 
determinate time to quit the French territory, fhall not 
have complied, may be fhot without ¢rial. ; 

3. To make domiciliary vifits in every quarter of 
the Republic, to take poffeflion of all money, goods, 
and merchandize, exceeding an allowed value, it being 
infamous for citizens to pofiefs a fuperfluity, while the 
brave defenders of the nation are half naked. 

4. To re-eftablifh the unreftrained liberty of the 
prefs, and of popular affemblies, that the people may be 
informed of the true ftate of the country, as the only 
means of roufing the patriotifm of the people in the 
midft of the dangers that farroand them. . 

To thefe propofitidns the Direétorv has anfwered, 
that it did not lie with them to make laws, but only to 
execute thofe enacted by the Legiflative Body ; that if 
the Legiflature fhould make fuch laws, they fhould feel 
it their duty to give them the moft perfect effe&. The 
deputation reported this anfwer at the National Libra- 
ty. The affembly confidered this a mere evafion, in- 
tended to deftroy the effeét of the meafures propofed.— 
It was obferved, that before they came to be infilted 
on in the Council of Five Hundred, the Directory 
would have time for intrigde, to procure their rejection 
in the Council of Ancients. In confequence, a new 
deputation was fent to the Dire@ory, to fignify, that 
if they did not come to a determination {pcedily, they 
fhould themfelves be brought to trial for renewing the 
war without preparing the means of carrying it on with 
fuccefs ; for having allowed their agents to plunder-and 
dilapidate the revenues of the Republic and of indivi- 
duals ; for having employed meafures holtile to the Con- 
ftitution, either in the revolution of the 18 Fruétidor 
(September 4), or in the exclufion of the deputies ap- 
pointed laft year by the Electoral Affemblies ; that al- 
though it was proved that in Fruétidor there did exift 
a confpiracy againft the’ Republic, yet that was no. rea- 
fon that the criminals fhould not be tried previous to 
their $eing punifhed. 

, Things were in this fituation when the letters which 

brought thefe accounts were difpatched. There was a 

whifper of fermentation, and aa explofion was fhortly 


looked for. In one of the meetings at the library, the 


- 


1 widow of Roberjot appeared to accufe the Directory of 


the afiaflination of her hufband, and of Bonnier. She 
declared that Jean Debry had been on this occafion the 
agent of the Direttory; that he was three hundred 
yards diftant from the fcene of affafination; and that 
it was only neceflary to caufe Jean Debry to be undref- 
fed and examined by furgeons, to convince them that 
he did not receive a fingle wound, and that the whcle 
that had been publithed was a feries of impofition. 

The Direftory have made a demand of 18,000,000 
as a forced loan from the bankers. All the banking- 
houfes have been furrounded by guards, and their mo- 
ney chefts carried off.

The one da- 
ted rith June, gives an account of the engagements which 
took place between the Archduke Charles and the French, pre 
vious to the evacuation of Zurich by the latter. We formerly 
gave details of these as contained in Lieut. Col. Crawfurd’s 

spatches, and therefore it is not necessary now to repeat 
them. The Vienna Gazette states the loss of the French to be 
4,000 men. } ‘The other Gazette follows: 


VIENNAJune 12. 

_As already mentioned, the corps under the command of the 
Field Marshal Lieutenant Count Bellegarde has, «in conse- 
quence of the fortunate change cf affairs in che ‘'yrol and the 
Grison Country, received orders to advance into Italy to sup- 
= the operations of the army there. he arrival of Count 

llegarde in Chiavenna is already known. 

In conformity to particular orders sirice received from the 
Commander in Chief of the Italian army, a part of the Count’s 
corps was to operate in the right flank of the ariny of Italy, 
and to take a post near Migiandone and Domo d’Asola; by 
this means to secure a communication between the Italian ar- 
my and that under the command, of his Royal Highness the 
Archduke Charles; and he himself to proceed expeditiously 
with the remainder of his corps to Como, and thence through 
Milan and Pavia against Tortona. 

The Field-Marshal-Lieutenant Count Hadik having already 
placedh imself at the head of the troops collected at Bellinzone, 
the greatest part of which consisted of the brigades of the Co- 
lonels Prince de Rohan, Strauch, and Count Saint Julien, 
Count Bellegarde has destined this corps to the above-mention- 
ed operations on the right wing of the army, and he himself 
has embarked with the rest of the troops on the Lake Como, 
to proceed to his further destination. 

by three reports from the Count, dated Como, May 30, 31. 
and June 3, we learn, that Field-Marshal Lieutenant Count 
Hadik had received advice of theintention of the French General 
Loisan to get réinforcements, dnd to maintain his position near 
Airolo and on the Mount Saint Gotthard, and he thought it 
expedient to counteract this design. 

With this view, on the 28th of May, in the evening at six 
o'clock, he attacked the enemy on this side at the foot of the 
Mount Saint Gotthard ; the obstinate defence of the enemy 
fully demonstrated how important this post was to them. 
The centre had the most difficult part of thé battle on account 
of the perpendicular rocks, and the left column could not im- 
mediately give any support, because the enemy had broke down 
the bridge over the Ticino. Finally, the perseverance of the 
light infantry under the command of its Chief Lieuteuant-Co- 
lonel Le Loup, supported by a division of Banalis’s, surmount- 
ed all those obstacles which opposed the centre. Now the 
battle became general; the enemy using every means that 
could result from number, local advantage, and courage, and 
it remained for some time doubtful; but when the Colone 
Prince Victor de Rohan had crossed the Ticino with the left 
column, and ascended the steepest rock on the right flank of 
the enemy, and the Major Siegenfeld with his column posted 
himself upon that’ mountain which commands the left of the 
Mount Saint Gotthard, it was impossible for the enemy to 
maintain their position in this important pass. 

In this critical situation the encmy was attacked on the fol- 
lowing morning, the 2gth, by Col. Count St Julien on. the o- 
ther side of Mount Saint Gotthard, who set off in the morning 
at haif past onc o'clock from Selva in Upper Rhinethal, as- 
cénded Mount. Ursula, drove down the piquets of the enemy, 
and ieaving behind him a battalion in case of a retreat ori his 
part, he descended with impetuosity to attack the enenty’s po- 
sition at the Devil’s bridge, and to Urseren, compelled. the e- 
nemy, by the briskness of the actack, to abandon this advahe 
tageous and important post with such precipitaucy, that even 
the battalion destined to cover their retreat, . a well-directed 
fire in its flank from a division of De Vins, commanded by the 
Licut. Kall of the General Quarter Master Staff, fell in disor- 
der, and the Commiander of it, with some officers and many 
privates, by a quick pursuit, were made prisoners.

“© Our ally, the Vizier, Nabob of Oude, died on the 
21ft of OStober laft. He had amaffed enormous trea- 
fures, although, exclufive of the expences of his Go- 
vernment, he {quandered away, in one year, eighty lacks 
of rupees, which he procured’ by the plunder and confe- 
quent ruin of his country and people. An adopted fon 
of the late Vizier’s had fucceeded him. He is now 
18 years of age. He is the fon of a #ras, or a man 
who pitches tents, fnuffs candles, fweeps carpets, &c. 
The territory which he now governs, is about, as large 
as England, contains millions of inhabitants, and. is, I 
may say, the fine(t.country in the world. The late 
Nabob, from certain caufes, which I need not explain, 
never could be a father ; but, to make up for this misfor- 
tune, he ufed to fend women, in a ftate of pregnancy, 
into his Zenana, and, on their delivery, a falute of 2t 
guns was fired upon the birth of a Prince or Prince/s.— 
1 remember, when I was at breakfalt one day at the 
houfe of the late Nabob Vizier, the hand-writing of a 
young boy, fitting at table, was fhewn to our Refident, 
who was along with me, after admiring it, he afked the 
Nabob how many of Ais children could write fo well, 
he faid, “* 1 believe I have feventeen or eighteen who 
can write,’ and turning to 4 man who was {tanding’ be- 
hind,-afked Zim if it was:not fo. He has left behind 
him about thirty Princes and Princefies of this de- 
fcription.
